"The principle has been definitely 


settled by 
the federal 
supreme 


court,"

junctions or other writs issued out 
of state courts in actions brought 
against such officers or agents. The 
reason in-, that such actions 'are,"in 
effect, actions brought against the 
sovereign and the sovereign can not 
be used except with'its own consent, 
and "irf'e'ourts of its own choice. . 


"If such actions were to be main- 


tained and injunctive,relief granted 
the .result would" be either that the 
sovereign would be practically co- 
erced in an action, to which it was 
not a- party, or ,that the sovereign 
would disregard the Brutum fulmen 
of the trial cojirt • and render . the 
decree nugatory and. ridiculous'*' In 
the present case, if-.the injunction 
were to be granted all that the gov- 
ernment would have to do would be 
to' place another act of servants in 
•possession of the telephone system 
and proceed to operate it as before.

Deny Injunction. 


"This dots not mean that United 


States officers or agents may not be 
held personally liable in action of 
tort to private persons whose rights 
of person or property they 
have 


wrongfully invaded or injured while 
acting undei the authority of the 
United States. 
Nor does it mean 


immunity from injunction process on 
the part of such officer in case of 
threatened injury to property rights1. 


"The principles states are decisive 


of the present case. 
If they

necessary in time of peace they are 
tenfold more so in time of war. The 
plight of a government whicli must 
submit the- control of any essential 
branch of its war /activities to an- 
other government is serious indeed.
